BerlouBly Damaged by the Drouth 
SAOBAMENTO. April 24.—The follow- 


ing is a summary of the crop and 
weather bulletins received by the Di- 
rector of the State Weather Bureau for 
tne »eek ending Monday: The average 
temperature during the week ending 
April 23d waj for San Francisco 64, 
Eureka 64, lied Bluff 64, Sacramento 
(33, Fresno 66, Los Angeles 62 and San 
Diego 58. As compared with tbe nor- 
mal temperature there was a deficiency 
of heat at San Francisco of 2 degrees, 
and at San Diego of 1 degree, while an 
excess of heat over the normal was re- 
ported at the following points: Eureka 


degrees, (which appears to be an 


:rror in the telegram), Bed Bluff 3, 
md Los Angeles 1. 


This excess of heat over the Sacra- 


uento and San Joaquin valleys, along 
vith tbe contiguous drying northerly 
viuds and the lack of rain has very 
nuch intensified the need of moisture, 
md all cereal crops, pasturage and 
lay are rapidly reaching that point 
'rom which recuperation is impossible, 
jxcept in a few favorable spots in the j 
Sacramento valley.

itcht frosts were reported over the 
raster port oa of the State north ol 
us Tehach ipi range of mountains, 
lowever, very little damage has re- 
ulted therefrom. 
The fruit prospects are extremely 


;ood. The cherry crop is reported to

A Barrier to tile Proffreu of ClTlllzatlea 


Which En£lne«rinc Skill I* Trying: to 
Overcome—Tlie Important Point In the 
Solution of tht, African Problem. 
We bave bat to IOOK upon the map to 


see bow large a space open tbe world's 
•arface this mighty desert takes to it- 
tclf. 
It covers more sqoarer miles than 


tbe whole of tbe Mediterranean. 
If it 


were transported acrosa that sea, it 
would extinguish Europe, ior it has 
been computed that if you leave out 
Scandinavia it would nearly cover the 
whole of it. If it were only sank in tbe 
sea, the waves would roll over it, and 
it would be remembered no more foi- 
ever. 


Bat it insists on keeping its head 


above water and above ground, crowd- 
ing cut fertile portions of the earth, 
•white its barrenness renders it nnfit tor 
human habitation. There it lies on tbe 
face of Africa, a huge black spot, de- 
serted by man, aa it seems to be accursed 
by God. No man passes by it or will- 
ingly puts his foot thereon. Even the 
lonely caravan that skims it like a bird 
leaves no track behind it anymore than 
the bird in the air or tbe ship on tbe 
sea. It passes and is gone, leaving not a 
trace of life in man or beast or bird or 
any living thing. 
So far as we can see, 


the desert id an utterly Worthless por- 
tion of the globe. 


With such an incubus covering full 


half of northern Africa there would 
seem to be little hope of making any- 
thing out of it, since the cause which 
renders its condition so hopeleso cannot 
be removed. You cannot abolish the 
desert any more than you can abolish 
tho sea. 
There it is, and there it will 


remain forever. 
Yea, but you can get 


over the sea in ships or under it by tele- 
graphs, so that it is no longer a bar to 
the intercourse of nations. la there any 
way of taming the desert or subduing it 
so that it shall no longer be a barrier to 
tbe progress of civilization? This is the 
most important question to be settled aa 
bearing upon the future of Africa. 


Of coarse if it were left to the native 


inhabitants all things would continue 
as they were from the beginning of crea- 
tion. 
Nor has Europe at large any in- 


terest in it. But there is one European 
power that baa an interest in it. France 
has large possessions on this side of the 
Mediterranean. 
Algeria and Tunis to- 


gether make a country as large as one 
of the kingdoms of Europe, which 
France has the ambition to enlarge still 
further, so as to have a great African 
empire, as England has her Indian em- 
pire. As part of the materials for this 
ibe has another great dependency in 
Senegambia, on the western coast, a 
country covering 400,000 square miles, 


if this could in any way be united to 


Algeria.if the two could be. consolidated, 
the new "empire" would at once as- 
sume vast proportions. But the desert 
blocks the way. 
It splits the proposed 


•juipire like a wedge. It cannot be re- 
moved, but is there not some way in 
which it can be converted into a key- 
stone for the mighty arch that is to span 
the continent from the Mediterranean 
to the Atlantic? That is the problem 
which has long exercised the minds of 
French statesmen, and which they in 
turn have referred to their engineers, 
who are among the best in the world, 
with what lesulfc may be briefly indi- 
ratfd. 


First of all, they have shown that it 


is possible to convert portions of the 
tlesert into oases by the sinking of ar- 
trthian wells. 
A hundred and forty 


miles south of Biskra is the oasis of 
ruggurt, which has long supported 
thousands of Arabs, with their flocks 
iincl herds, bat which was nearly de- 
stroyed some years since by the wells 
becoming so choked up as to no fcnger 
furnish u supply of water. Vegetation 
withered until the wretched people, 
stripped of what was to them the very 
water of life and too ignorant to be able 
to renew the supply, were in despair 
.ind began to leave the country. 


Then tho French engineers took the 


matter in hand and instead of trying to 
I'lcur out the old wells commenced bor- 
inj; tho solid earth and in fiva weeks 
;trnc'k watri tj t,uch a good purpose 
th:>t n m ; ; ushed forth that yielded 
• Ion bio U.Lt quantity furnished by tbe 
•.;rcat well of Qrenelle at Paris. To the 
.' in'os it seemed a miracle, and they be- 
IMT to sing and dance in tbe wildest 
;n"niiLT to express their joy. The mir- 
• cle is one that can be wrought wher- 
. vor inon are willing to take the labor 
»r to bear the expense. Of course to ac- 
^uiiiplish a large result in the way of 
i a-tuiuge or agriculture it would bave 
to bo repeated on a tremendous scale. 


But for tho purposeof uniting the two 


vast territories of Algeria and Senegain- 
I'ia the first necessity is that of direct 
communication, which can only be by a 
railroad across tbe desert of Sahara. Is 
this within the bounds of possibility! 
\obody's opinion is of any value except 
that of an engineer, and that I have 
tried to obtain. In Algiers the Amer- 
ican consul took mo to see Mr. Brous- 
eais, who has made a special study of 
tlio subject and t^ken long journeys into 
thu dusort to survey the field of battle. 


Ho ilid not conceal from himself the 


enurmouj difficulties of Traveling 1,500 
inilus with tho want of wat-r, the want 
of wood for railroad ties, -be want of 
everything. 
He looked in the face the 


possibilities of these sand storms, whicb 
uiight bury a raih-oad train, as thej 
have buried a thousand caravans. 
All 


this ho had taken into consideration, 
and yet, looking all obstacles and all 
dangers iu the fuce, lie did not hesitate 
to iis*ure mo that in his judgment a rail- 
road across tbe desert of Sahara was 
• tuittt \\ichin the resources of modern 
engineering.
